She was immediately searched by Offi- 
cer Johnson, and in her stocking was 
found the revolver with nhich she had 
killed Annie Cox. Every chamber was 
loaded, and she also had a box of cart- 
ridges in her possession, 


The officers at once took her to the sta- 


tion and locked her up 
She had very 


little to say after her arrest, but was 
billing to inform the officers as to the 
manner in which she reached Portland. 
She atated that after the shooting shp 
went'to Somersworth and then to Dover, 
where she had supper. Late in the even- 
Ing she boarded a train at Dover and 
went to North Berwick, where she took 
the tram for Portland. 


A reporter attempted to obtain an in- 


terview with Mrs Provencher, but she 
refused to talk. When asked if she 
would not make some statement, she re- 
plied: "No, I have nothing to say, not 
%, word." Then she placed her hand- 
kerchief to her eyes andl cried.

Enlists Sympathies of Local 


Persons and Is Pro- 


vided For. 


PROVES TO BE 
A RUNAWAY 


And a Wild Boy With 
Whom His 


Parents Could Do Nothing. 
Was 


Given Wirk Here, But Would 


Not Do It. 


A very peculiar case of boy wanderer 


in which a number of local people have 
a very personal interest from having 
had their sympathies abused, has been 
developed in this city. About two 
weeks ago a young boy apparently 
about 15 years old, came to this city 
and went into Cutting's clothing store. 
He was shabbily dressed, but he was 
bright and honest in his appearance. 


He told the clerks there that his 


name was Frank Moore, and that he 
had been living with an uncle on a 
farm in Baldwlnvillle. 
He had left 


the farm and come to this city to look 
for work, he 'fciaid, and was anxious 
to find something to do by which he 
could earn his living. He said he had 
$5 with him when he left the farm, and 
had only 20 cents left when he reached 
here. 


His honest appearance, combined 


with what seemed a straightforward 
story, caused the men in the store to 
take an interest in him, and they 
promptly did all they could for him. 
He was fitted out with clothes that 
would enable him to secure work with- 
out suffering from the cold, and one of 
the men got him dinner and supper 
that day. Then a number took a col- 
lection for him, enough to pay his 
board for several days. He went to a 
house on Hudson street and has since 
stayed there. 


One of those who was interested in 


him secured for him a position in the 
Windsor print works, and for several 
days the boy proved himself a steady, 
reliable worker. Then he began to 
grow careless, and not only failed to 
do his own work but disturbed others 
in the room with his actions. This was 
borne for some time, and he was 
allowed to go. 


Several days ago his father came to 


this city from Worcester looking for 
his son. The father's name is Barrus, 
and he said that the boy's name was 
Clinton Barrus and that his home is in 
Worcester. He said the boy had al- 
ways been wild, and that some time 
ago he was sent to the farm of his 
uncle in Orange, hoping that the farm 
life would sober him. The boy ran 
away from there. But as the boy then 
seemed to be doing, well and had a good 
position Mr. Barrus decided to leave 
Clinton here, and returned to his home. 


After the boy's discharge, a telegram 


was sent the father telling the facts 
in the case, but he has not yet come to 
take charge of his wayward son.

The Wonderful ArtUtle Feat* 
Per- 


formed by Joaiine Koetren. 


More than 200 years ago a little girl 


was born at Amsterdam, Holland, 
whose name was Joanne Koetren. She 
was a peculiar child in that she cared 
nothing whatever for play and sport, 
but found her greatest delight in mak- 
ing copies of things about her, imitat- 
ing in wax every kind of fruit and 
naking on silk, with colored floss, ex- 
act copies of paintings, which were 
thought wonderf ul. 


But after she had become very ac- 


complished in music, spinning and em- 
broidery, she abandoned all these for a 
still more extraordinary art—that of 
catting. She executed landscapes, mt> 
rine views, flowers, aniitii.la «md por- 
traits of people of such striking resem- 
blance that she was for a time quite the 
wonder of Europe. She used white pa- 
pers for her cuttings, placing them over 
a black surface, so'that the minute 
openings made by her scissors formed 
the "light and shade." 


The czar, Peter the Great, and others 


of high rank paid her honor. One man 
high in office vainly offered her 1,000 
florins for three small cuttinga The 
empress of Germany paid her 4,000 
florins for a trophy she had cut,, bearing 
the arms of Emperor Leopold, crowned 
with eagles and surrounded by a gaff 
land of flowers. She also cut the em- 
peror's portrait, which can now be seen 
in the Royal Art gallery in Vienna. A 
great many people went to see her, and 
she kept a book in which princes and 
princesses wrote their names. 


After she died, which was when she 


had lived 65 years, her husband, Adrian 
Block, erected a monument to her 
memory and had designed upon it the 
portraits of these titled visitors. Her 
cuttings were so correct in effect and so 
tasteful as to give both dignity and 
value to her work and constitute her an 
artist whose exquisite skill with the 
scissors has never before or since been 
equaled.—Lewiston Journal

Tbo orange of Louisiana is an excep- 


tionally fine variety of that fruit, ami 
commands a good pries in tbe market 
The orange was first introduced into 
colonial Louisiana by the Jesuits, hav- 
ing been first grown by the members of 
the society on their grounds, which 
formerly comprised that part of the city 
of New Orleans which constitutes the 
lower part of the first district, down to 
Common street. 


While St. Bernard and Plaquemines 


parishes are the chief centers of the 
orange culture of Louisiana, the fruit 
also grows vfett in the parishes of Or- 
leans, Jefferson, St. James, St. John 
Baptist, St. Charles, Assumption, St. 
Mary, Terrebonne, Lafourche, Vermil- 
ion, Cameron, Iberia and Sabine. The 


i orange tree begins to bear a* about the 
seventh year, although it is cot reck- 
oned to have reached its full growth 
until its twelfth or fifteenth year. 


The orange culture in Louisiana is 


probably tbe most profitable industry of 
the state under favorable conditions, a 
full grown tree producing from 3,000 
to 5,000 oranges, the fruit on the tree 
generally selling for $10 a thousand, 
and as some of the largest orchards in 
the state yield as many as 3,000,000 
oranges their market value gives a 
princely income to the owners of the 
trees. Comparatively a very small acre- 
age of the state is devoted to the growth 
of oranges—possibly not more than 


j 2,000 acres. 
; 
The sweetness, delicacy and juiciness 


of the Louisiana orange, the best of 


. which are regarded in the markets out- 


side of Louisiana as superior to even the 
oranges of Cuba, to which island the 
fruit is indigenous, render the Louisi- 
ana oranges highly prized in the north 


I and west of the United States, so much 


so that the supply is not by any means 


j equal to the demand.—New Orleans

They Were tbe Commonest Trades 


In tbe Thirteenth Century. 


The manufacture of leather in the 


thirteenth century seems to have been 
important, showing that leather jerkins 
and breeches were commonly worn. We 
have 19 akynners, 40 barkars, 6 sad- 
delers, 3 cordeweners, 167 souters, 
(shoemakers) and 8 glovers. The sur- 
name feuster is a trade name denoting 
a maker of pack saddles. 


The commonest trades are taylour and 


smyth, since one lived in almost every 
villaga The taylonrs number 407, of 
whom 140 are called by tbe Latin name 
of cissor. In addition to 261 smyths, 
several are specialized. There are two 
arusmyths, three lokesmyths, three 
goldsmyths, five 
fferours 
(shoeing 


smiths) and sis marsballs (farriers). 


The wryght wrought both in wood 


and metal The number catalogued is 
186, of whom 81 are called by the Latin 
same faber (French favre), one of the 
few cases in which the Latin transla- 
tion of a trade name has become a com- 
mon surname. The wryghts' trade, like 
that of the smyths, was specialized. 
Tbe arkwryght made the great arks or 
chests in which the clothes or meal 
were stored, and we find a- plowwryght, 
a wheel wryght, two shippewryghta, 11 
cartwryghts and two glasswrygMs (gla- 
siers), who were probably concerned 
with the windows of churches. Glass 
windows in houses were rare, as is still 
the case in Sicily cr Egypt 


The bakesterq are few (15), suggesting 


that families baked thsir own bread. 
There are 26 butchers (fleshewer, bocher 
or carnifex), whence Labouchere, while 
the surname potter snows that this 
trade was in existence. 
The fysshers 


(43), were opulent, being taxed 12 times 
as much as laborers.—Notes and Que- 
ries.

A Game That Cost General PontrtA- 


day a Fortune. 


Not nuny years ago a famous whist 


game was played at Sudbury, Vt.. two 
of the sitters in being General Doubla- 
day and Henry Dater of the well known 
Srm of Dates, Thompson & Co. It was 
Bometfc'ng like 5 or 10 cents a corner; 
BO jou see it was easy for a man to lose 
as much as $1.90 in an afternoon. Play 
began after tbe Sudbury dinner hour, 
half past 1, and lasted until teatime. 
The old roosters became so wrapped up 
in tbe game that nothing short of an 
earthquake could have disturbed them. 
Brokers in New York could do nothing 
to shake the interest. 


The game was played at the time of 


the historic Hannibal and St Joe cor- 
ner, engineered by Kennedy, Hutchin- 
son & Co., in the interest of their client, 
John Duff of Boston. Doubleday was 
selling the stock short through Van 
Schaick & Co., and at a quarter to 2 on 
the eventful day he received a telegram 
from his" brokers advising him of the 
situation. The game was stopped just 
long enough for him to read it and lay 
it aside. In 20 minutes a second dis- 
patch arrived, was read and cast aside. 
Donbleday was winning at the rate of 
35 cents an hour. What did he care 
about Hannibal and St. Joe? Later in 
the afternoon a third summons came 
from Van Schaick & Co., and at 5 
o'clock a fourth. Then Doubleday arose 
and remarked: "Gentlemen, I have en- 
joyed the game. My winnings are ex- 
actly |1.65. I must saygood afternoon, 
as it fs necessary for me to take the first 
train for New York." The next morn- 
ing his brokers informed him that he 
could settle-for $100,000. At the time 
the first telegram was sent he could 
have settled for $25,000, at the time of 
the second for $50,000, the third for 
$75,000. He had ample warning, but 
in the thick of the Sudbury game of 
whist he believed the rise wag only a 
threatening flurry.—New York Press.

Jn or- 
der to increase the size of the lung ca- 
pacity raise the chest and kwp tftofcody 
well and strongly poisod. 


"So much harm has bwn done to 


voices by allowing themoutn to become 
the regular air passage that the need of 
care cannot be too frequently empha- 
sized. Besides the injury done by the 
unwarmed air entering the lungs the 
mucous membrane is hardened by the 
saliva being dried up, and the muscles 
of the tongue and throat grow stiff and 
less responsive. It is comparatively easy 
to control one's breathing when awake, 
but when asleep the harm goes on. To 
remedy this involves a slight discom- 
fort, but one can endure it patiently 
looking to the end. Cut court plaster in- 
to little (strips about one-fourth of an 
inch in width and paste several across 
the lips, placing them up and down, 
with the lips held naturally. If one ia 
tempted to give up rather than endure 
the discomfort this method involves, a 
walk through an ordinary day coach or 
a night made hideous by the presence 
of a snorer in a near berth will cause a

The boom in tbe cotton goods busi- 


ness is getting bigger all the time and 
tbe cotton goods men say that the 
"outlook Is fine for a long time to come. 
There has been a general advance in 
,the prtce of goods of all grades since 
tbe first of the year and further ad- 
vances are announced. As was pre- 
dicted in the Sun on Sunday a week 
ago, there is an advance in the price 
of print cloths, the chief product of 
the big mills at Falls River. Only a 
year ago Fall River manufacturers 
"declared that Business had gone to the 
dogs and that there was nothing but 
darkness ahead. They had then nearly 
a million pieces of cloth on their hands 
and the market price was actually less 
than it cost to make the cloth. Since 
.that time tbe selling syndicate has 
got rid of every yard of the goods at 
a profit and for a week now buyers 
hafve been running around trying to 
get more goods at the same price, 2% 
cents a yard. What goods the selling 
syndicate had on hand it has let go 
at-the price for spot cash. Then the 
demand increased, and yesterday the 
syndicate announced an advance of 
one-sixteenth of a cent a yard.—New 
York Sun.

SITUATION IN ORIENT 


Makes It NfCfwarr For tfa to Bold 


Fooling AUreadj Secured. 


Taller and Hoar Differ In 


Opinion*1 of Aguinaldo, 


A Day of Interastlng prbsls Coneirnlnf Ralili- 


ctUon of Peue Treat* 


Washington, Feb. I—Senators Teller 


and Hoar were the speakers In the ex- 
ecutive session of the senate yesterday. 
Mr. Teller made a set speech In support 
of the treaty, and Mr. Hoar replied. 
Both went over much ground that had 
been covered before, but some new 
points were brought out. 


Mr. Te'ler devoted especial attention 


to the capabilities of the Filipinos for 
self-government. He contended that 
they had not yet reached the stage where 
they could be considered capable of tak- 
ing care of themselves, and he based 
much of his argument upon the incapa- 
bility demonstrated by their leader, 
AgulnaWo. He read extracts from the 
Philippine leader's proclamation, con- 
tending that they demonstrated beyond 
question that he was ignorant of the 
first principles of popular government, 
and especially of a democratic form oil 
government He referred to the fact 
that the Filipino leader had in some of 
his prcnunciamentos spoken as a dic- 
tator, which, the Colorado senator said, 
did not accord with the professions of 
democracy made for him. 
ITr. Teller also referred to the general 


situation in the Orient, enlarging upon 
the necessity for the United States to 
hold the footing which had been secured 
through what might almost be Regarded 
as providential means. He dwelt upon 
the reports of the vast coal deposits in 
Sfce Philippines, and said they were in- 
valuable on this account to any nation, 
for in the future the country which con- 
trolled the coal deposits of the world 
would dominate the other nations, both 
from a commercial and^mllitary point of 
vew. At present the United States. 
Great Britain and Japan controlled the 
principal coal supplies, and he-predicted 
that so long as they continued to control 
them and were friendly with one an- 
other they would hold tbe reins of 
power. Other European nations appre- 
ciated the Importance of the coal supply 
and this fact more than any other ac- 
counted for the anxiety of Russia and 
Germany to get a foothold In the Philip- 
pines. Russia was, he said, especially 
grasping, and it behooved this country 
to be on Its guard against tbe encroach- 
ments of Chat great power. 


In conclusion, Mr Teller referred to 


his antagonism to tbe administration, 
saying that he expected to oppose tbe 
party in power la the next campaign, 
but strongly as be felt on the questions 
which separated him from that party, 
be was nevertheless willing to sink party 
questions and subordinate partisan ad- 
vantage to what be believed to be a much 
broader view, a patriotic rather than a 
partisan view 


Rising to reply, Mr. Hoar said there 


could be no doubt of Mr. Teller's atti- 
tude towards tne Republican party after 
his anxiety to have tbe treaty ratified 
had been made so evident, for he could 
not possibly do anythirg that would go 
farther towards encompassing the dis- 
organization and defeat of the Republi- 
can party than to make certain tbe rati- 
fication of Che pending treaty. 


Mr. Hoar devoted the greater part of 


his reply to a defense of AguinaJdo. 
whom he compared to Simon Bolivar, the 
South America patriot. It would be re- 
membered, he said, that Bolivar also hid 
upon occasion taken upon himself the 
title of dictator, sa/id yet who, on this 
account, could accusethe Bolivian liber- 
ator of being false to his people or to their 
aspirations for freedom? Aguinaido 
hati so far shown himself to be a shrewd 
and able leader, and he had not by any 
act of his shown himself to be incapable 
of the highest degree of leadership. 


During the course of Us remarks, 


Senator Hoar said* that* the argumei.t 
bad been advanced that the United Stat s 
Should be near at hand to participate m 
the predicted partition of China, and 
proceeded to say that the argument In- 
dicated a d sposition to grasp even more 
territory than bed yet been taken. Such 
a policy, he thought, should be nipped 
in the bud, as he was very confident that 
pie people of the United States would 
not profit by joining the European pow- 
ers m their efforts to distribute among 
themselves the possessions of this an- 
cient empire. 


This last remark brought Senator 


Davis to his feet While his name bad 
not'been mentioned it was evidpnt that 
Mr. Hoar alluded to a remaik of the 
Minnesota senator. The latter said he 
had not advocated any participation by 
the United States In the process of d.s- 
memberment, but that he had only al- 
luded to its probability, and bad said 
merely that tbe United States should be 
on hand to protect their own Interests. 


For a few minutes In the open session 


of the senate' yesterday afternoon it 
leemed that a vote might be taken on 
one or more of the resolutions relatlt 
:o expansion tnat are pending before 
that body. An Unusually large attend- 
ant e of Republican senators was pres- 
ent in the event of a critical vote on tba 
pending question. 


Mr. Bacon (Ga.) had called up his reso- 


lution and Mr. Chandler (N. H.) had 
withdrawn his motion to refer them to 
the committee on foreign relations. Mr. 
Sullivan (Miss.) had; entered a motion to 
Bubstltute his resolution for. those of Mr. 
Bacon, while Mr. Davis, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, had an- 
nounced that he was willing that a vote 
should be taken immediately. 


As U was evident, however, that a vote 


on the resolutions and amendments 
could not be taken before 2 o'clock—the 
hour fixed by unanimous consent for "the 
senate to go Into executive session—Mr. 
Bacon asked for unanimous consent that 
a vote be taken at 13:30 today. T* this 
request Mr. Carter (Mont) objected, and 
the whole question was left suspended 
In tbe air. 


Mr. Rawline (Utah) addressed the sen- 


ate upon th* Vest anti-expansion reso- 
lution, devoting the greater part of'his 
time to a defense of his position that .the 
constitution applies as well to people of 
our territories M to those of the states.

Magellan landed at Jomonjol, near Mal- 
ison, ap Inlet of the strait of $urlgao, 
between Samar and DInagal. In March, 
1531. He christened the islands the St. 
Lazarus islands, and one month after 
landing was murdered by natives on the 
Island of Mactan, off tbe coast of Zebu.

Forcibly Delivered List N'ght in Grand 


Army Hal. A Small Audience 
Greets the Former Local Pastor

Rev. Dr. J. W. Thompson of Pittsfloia' 


delivered his address on "The United ' 
States and her new possessions" In | 
Grand Arrny hall last evening.

audience was small in comparison with 
what 
the 
address 
deserved. 
Dr. 


Thompson's popularity here and the 
reputation of this address from other 
cities, should have Insured a crowd that 
would Till the hall to the doors, and 
those who did not attend last night 
were the losers. The address waa a 
forcible presentation of the leading 
arguments In favor of what is called 
imperialism, and was given with Dr. 
Thompson's striking oratory. 
Those 


who were present were hearty in their 
appreciation of the various points. 


1. F. Hall, chairman of the entertain- 


ment committee of the board of trade, 
Introduced the speaker briefly, speak- 
ing of the purpose of the board in se- 
curing the Address ,on this vital sub- 
ject. 
f 


Dr..Thompson is an "out and out Im- 


perialist," as he says of himself, and 
he enforces his point with some very 
lively arguments and forcible illustra- 
tions. He outlined first the wonderful 
history and^ resources of the country, 
and then spoke of the causes of the 
recent war, and the inevitable results. 


He began his address with a state- 


ment of the question, saying that 
we must trustfully and bravely enter 
the open doors, the onjy ground for 
debate being as to whether the Provi- 
dence of God has or has not opened 
them. 
He reviewed 
the country's 


present situation as to resources and 
people, and coming to the theme of 
the evening, said in part: 


The scpnes of diabolical, Turkish 


less savagery of the Turks in Armenia, 
aroused our Indignation and wrath to 
the last fiber of our being—and could 
we be expected to remain indifferent 
to scenes of oppression and cruelty, 
these frightful Spanish atrocities in 
Cuba, not one whit behind the merci- 
less savagery of the Turks in Armenia 
and these scenes before our eyes and 
their wail in our very ears—and all 
this no farther from our own shores 
than from Albany to Springfield' The 
war was natural, the war was logical, 
the war •nas unavoidable and inevit- 
able as fate, and I submit it does not 
trell become us, after the victory is 
Tton, to fly about like boys, over what 
disposition we shall make of its logical 
issues. 


We" stand commltfed before the civi- 


lized world as a nation ot intelligent, 
brave and honoroble men, who believe 
in justice, truth and mercy. More than 
ever before, the American p.^zen, be- 
fore all the world, hath both a reputa- 
tion, and a character to support. 


As to temtorial results, they were 


not fought for—but we are a nation of 
too great and general intelligence to 
enable us to say they were unthought 
of. There are the iron rules and laws 
of war we can no more ignore than we 
could the statutes that have come to 
us by our own deliberate legislation. | 


These have irrevocably settled the 


fact that certain changes must in the 
nature of things take place, and that 
must come to us by the logic and the 
arbitrament of war, that we cannot 
fail to accept, short of national stulti- 
fication, cowardice and shame, and if 
we shrink from what the Providence of 
God has put upon-our hands, It will be 
the first time we have not preferred 
the management of a surplus to the 
management of a deficit 


"Nothing is impossible on Bunker 


Hill!" said Webster in Boston, to the 
excited crowd; and surrounded as we 
are by the heroic memories of the past, 
we say as well. Nothing is impossible 
in Manila Bay, nor on the Philippine 
Islands with Americans. 
LjCt us as- 


sume their ownership and control. If 
any other disposition is to be made of 
them in the future, let Americana alone, 
not Spaniards decide. There can be 
little patience with a nation that will 
triumph in war, and then tarn boobies 
and flunks after the victory is won.

TO TAKE PLACE OF STRIKERS 


Former Lo:al Man. Now in Marlboro, 


Sail to Ee Originator of Effort. 


Local 
Labor 
Union 
Will 


Taka Prompt Aclton. 


The shoe workers of this city have 


been much interested during the last 
few days at what proves to be a strong 
effort on the part of the ^.arlboro sho° 
manufacturers to secure labor from 
this city to take the place of the 
strikers In that city. It haa developed 
that a system of personal work has 
been 
established, by which local 


woikers, especially among the girls of 
the local factories, were being urged 
to leave here and go to Marlboro. 


So far it is believed that these efforts 


have not been successful' in any In- 
stance, and the local labor union will 
undoubtedly take prompt action In the 
matter and warn all shoe workers to 
leave Marlboro strictly alone till after 
the strike is over 


It is believed that this work has been 


done largely by a man who was for- 
merly employed in one of the local 
factories, and who, after leaving here, 
finally went to Marlboro, where he is 
now a foreman In one of the factories. 
He is said to have been here recently 
himself, but most of his efforts have 
been made through another person 
who is in the city. The statement has 
been made that the strike at Marlboro 
was oflr the matter having been set- 
tled, and that it was all right to go 
there. This statement is of course con- 
tradicted by tbe press reports from 
that city. 


Most of the efforts to secure help 


from here have been made with em- 
ployes of the stitching departments of 
Mie local factories. 


Ed Togas, a union worker from 


Marlboro, vrho was formerly of this 
city, was here yesterday 
on 
official 


business for the union, in connection 
wKh the strike. He told of the pres- 
ent state of affairs there, saying that 
the position of the strikers was as 
firmly hela nou as it was when the 
strike vas first declared

It is a noticeable feature of the affair 


that the Evening Herald,

learned of the appointment from The 
Transcript, announced last night, after 
a day's careful investigation, that Mr. 
Magenis had not been appointed. The 
Herald assures its readers of the ac- 
curacy of this statement by saying 
that when that paper prints an Item 
every effort has been made to see that 
it Is correct, insinuating also, without 
saying so directly, that, the Herald 
does not print what It calls "street 
rumors." 


A Transcript reporter this afternoon 


spoke with Sheriff Fuller by telephone, 
and Mr. Fuller said that he had noti- 
fied Mr. Magenis of the appointment, 
that Mr. Magenls had filled and re- 
turned the blank form, and that as 
soon as he had qualified, the appoint- 
ment would be confirmed. Mr. Magenis 
has been appointed, just as a post- 
master Is first appointed, and all that 
now remains Is for the appointment to 
be confirmed. 


Mr. Magenis, «s Announced last night, 


will not do anything more than per- 
form the work of a deputy which the 
city needs In collecting. He will turn 
his fees over to the city, so that the 
city, although It haa not had to ex- 
pend any money for fees, as the vic- 
tims do that, jilll now receive what 
fees arc paid In by delinquent*.
